Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

With  all  due  regret  for  the  grave  delay,  I have  the 
greatest  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  report  for  the 
two  years  which  cover  the  transition  period  from  stringent 
war  conditions  to  those  great  problems  of  recovery  which 
we  now  face.  My  pleasure  is  genuine  in  as  much  that  the 
figures  given  under  vital  statistics  are  remarkable  for  this 
or  any  area  in  England  and  Wales.  We  can  point  to  a 
higher  birth-rate  and  a lower  death-rate  than  the  average, 
and  that  is  the  crude  rate  in  each  case  without  application 
of  any  correction  factor  for  the  age  bias  of  your  popula- 
tion. The  actual  numbers  for  births  and  deaths  are  respec- 
tively the  highest  and  lowest  in  the  recent  history  of  the 
district.  Transitional  conditions  may  in  part  have  pro- 
duced these  results,  but  the  trend  could  not  be  more  satisfac- 
tory. 


By  reason  of  restrictions  on  materials  many  projected 
improvements  are  still  pending.  Therefore  many  sections 
of  this  report  must  be  mere  repetitions  and  very  familiar  to 
you. 


The  enthusiasm  with  which  you  are  planning  and  are 
grasping  opportunities  for  improved  services  augurs  well 
for  the  district’s  future. 

Your  small  staff  in  the  health  and  sanitary  departments 
shares  your  pleasure  in  these  achievements  and  hopes,  and 
expresses  thanks  for  your  continued  sympathy,  support  and 
encouragement.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  isolation  forced  upon  this  “ island  ” community 
by  war  conditions  had  its  advantages.  Release  from  that 
isolation  is  revealing  a cohesion  of  purpose  and  action 
tvhich  did  not  exist  in  the  depressed  years  before  the  war. 
The  material  prosperity  of  the  place  must  be  governed 
largely  by  world  and  national  conditions,  but  healthy 
expansionist  trends  are  evident  and  industrial  prospects 
brighter  than  any  time  since  1930.  Stark  poverty  does 
not  exist.  Nutrition  is  at  a satisfactory  level.  Social  and 
sectarian  barriers  are  lower  than  at  any  previous  time.  All 
commodities  produced  locally  are  in  high  demand.  Leader- 
ship is  not  lacking  and  opportunities  must  be  made  if  not 
evident.  The  slight  fall  in  population  is  not  as  great  as 
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was  anticipated  and  would  be  less  still  if  housing  were 
achieved  on  the  basis  planned.  Apprehension  exists  as  to 
the  effect  of  social  legislation  pending.  Of  necessity  such 
is  devised  primarily  for  centres  of  dense  population  and  it 
is  greatly  to  be  hoped  that  provision  will  not  be  inadequate 
for  the  needs  of  the  smaller  and  more  widespread  com- 
munities.

SECTION  B 

(i)  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Authority.

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(ii)  (a)  Laboratoiy  Facilities: — 

The  Cumberland  Pathological  Laboratory  has 
met  fully  all  the  requirements  of  the  district.  A 
difficulty  exists  in  lack  of  facilities  either  by  road 
or  post  for  despatch  of  specimens  on  Saturday 
and  Sunday.  The  distance  of  30  miles  is  too 
great  in  most  instances  for  the  use  of  a special 
messenger  and  thus  inconvenient  delays  occur. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities: — 

No  satisfactory  solution  has  been  found  to 
this  problem.  Briefly : It  is  uneconomic  to  main- 
tain an  ambulance  for  the  existing  population,  yet 
at  times  the  need  is  extremely  urgent.  Many 
expedients  have  been  adopted  in  emergency  with 
a measure  of  success,  but  the  fact  remains  that 
the  district  has  no  suitable  casualty  and  invalid 
transportation  nor  certain  access  to  such  at  any 
time.  It  should  not  be  beyond  the  district  in  this 
mechanical  age  to  make  an  adequate  arrangement, 
but  it  is  not  a matter  that  will  remedy  itself.  It 
is  a cause  of  anxiety. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home: — 

The  arrangements  are  unchanged  and  con- 
tinue to  fall  short  of  the  desirable  minimum  in  all 
but  maternity  cases.  The  local  Association  con- 
tinues to  have  difficulty  in  obtaining  its  minimum 
staff.  It  has,  nevertheless,  never  failed  to  provide 
a minimum  service,  the  inadequacy  of  which  has 
been  greatly  mitigated  by  the  existence  of  the 
voluntary  Cottage  Hospital  which  has  increasingly 
proved  its  value  to  the  district,  and  which  in  all 
its  functions  should  be  retained  under  changing 
health  services.  The  excellent  figures  for  births 
and  low  infantile  death  rates  is  not  unconnected 
with  its  existence. 

(d)  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres: — 

These  are  maintained  as  before.  An  increase 
is  evident  in  attendance  at  the  Medical  Clinic.  A

very  incomplete  advantage  is  taken  of  the  Food 
Office  facility  for  didtry  supplements  with  con- 
sequent detriment  to  the  young.  Residents  in  the 
villages  of  Nenthead  and  Garrigill  have  the  valid 
excuse  of  inaccessibility.  The  Dental  Clinic  has 
achieved  much  and  is  a great  asset.  Distance  has 
proved  the  only  difficulty  in  using  the  V.D.  treat- 
ment facilities,  but  the  more  rapid  modem  treat- 
ments have  mitigated  the  hardship, 

(e)  Hospitals: — 

Apart  from  the  above-mentioned  Cottage 
Hospital  the  area  has  to  rely  on  the  facilities 
offered  at  a distance  of  30  to  50  miles  by  Carlisle 
and  Newcastle  for  Medical,  Surgical  and  Special 
conditions.  The  value  of  the  services  rendered  hy 
the  Voluntary  Hospitals  cannot  be  over  stressed. 

It  would  appear  that  the  Joint  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital  at  Longtown  has  had  its 
reserves  strained,  and,  in  particular,  lacks  ade- 
quate observation  quarters. 

The  problem  of  the  aged  invalids,  indigent 
and  otherwise,  is  acute  and  increasing.  Penrith 
S.W.C.  Hospital  is  not  an  adequate  solution. 


SECTION  C 


WATER 


No  matter  is  of  greater  interest  in  the  maintenance  of 
health  and  the  position  is  constantly  under  review.  The

Nevertheless,  there  is  here  scope  for  betterment  and 
the  problem  has  been  stated  to  the  Council  as  follows : — 

Alston  Supply 

This  is  chlorinated.  The  variable  goodness  of  the 
bacteriological  reports  suggests  that  the  danger  from  this 
water  is  more  technical  than  actual,  but  it  continues  to  be  a 
cause  for  anxiety  in  face  of  mechanical  failures  of  the 
chlorine  plant. 

The  spring  rises  in  the  Carboniferous  Limestone  a 
mile  south  of  Alston  near  the  Middleton-on-Tees  road  at 
1,165  O.D.  The  water  is  collected  in  a reservoir  of  9,000 
gallons  which  is  found  to  be  too  small,  as  the  total  daily 
consumption  is  about  50,000  gallons  per  day  of  1,250  people 
connected. 

The  buildings  between  Alston  and  Nenthead  are  with- 
out a piped  supply.  The  dry  weather  flow  is  more  than 
50  per  cent,  in  excess  of  present  requirements. 

Extra  storage  would  be  desirable, 

Nenthead  Supply 

The  harmless,  but  annoying,  brown  “ dirtiness  ” of 
this  water  is  the  only  trouble. 

The  spring  rises  in  the  Carboniferous  Limestone  with 
ironstone,  near  Killhope  Cross  on  the  Cumberland-Durham 
Border,  and  the  water  flows  by  gravity  to  a service  reser- 
voir of  32,000  gallons  (1,700  O.D.)  for  the  supply  of  Nent- 
head. 

The  population  is  560  and  the  consumption  19,600 
gallons  per  day;  there  is  little  margin  between  this  and  the 
dry  weather  yield  of  the  spring. 
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The  high  elevation  of  the  spring  is  good. 
Dykehead-Welgill  Supply 

A good  water,  but  one  not  free  from  risk  of  contami- 
nation. 

This  is  an  intake  in  the  Limestone  at  Dykehead  at  1,621 
O.D.,  half  a mile  north  of  Nenthead,  for  some  50  people 
who  consume  2,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  high  elevation  of  the  spring  is  useful. 

Garrigill  Supply 

This  is  highly  satisfactory. 

The  spring  which  is  used  for  this  supply  rises  about 
1^  miles  south  of  Garrigill,  in  the  Carboniferous  Limestone 
at  1,420  O.D.,  and  flows  in  a 3 in.  pipe  for  a mile  north- 
wards to  a reservoir  of  about  15,000  gallons  at  1,200  O.D. 
Formerly,  close  to  the  reservoir,  there  was  a spring,  which 
is  now  not  used. 

The  population  served  is  230,  and  the  daily  consump- 
tion is  estimated  to  be  9,200  gallons;  the  spring  is  more 
than  sufficient  for  present  needs,  but  the  total  yield  is  small 
and  incapable  of  being  increased. 

Leadgate  Supply 

This  was  found  to  be  bacteriologically  unsatisfactory 
and  the  users  were  advised  to  boil  it  before  use. 

It  is  obtained  from  a spring  rising  in  the  Carbonifer- 
ous Limestone  at  Leadgate,  two  miles  south-west  of  Alston, 
at  1,180  O.D.  Some  75  people  are  served,  the  consumption 
being  3,000  gallons  per  day.  The  yield  of  the  spring  is 
small,  and  although  sufficient  for  this  demand,  it  would  not 
be  capable  of  being  increased. 

Xenthall 

The  small  private  water  system  on  which  the  neigh- 
bourhood depends  is  very  limited  in  quantity.  Occasion 
arose  for  its  testing  and  it  was  found  to  be  free  from  con- 
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tamination  with  organic  matter  of  animal  origin  and 
entirely  suitable  for  drinking. 

There  are  about  1,100  cows  in  the  area  at  the  present 
time  which  may  ultimately  be  dependent  upon  the  water 
schemes  for  30,000  to  40,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  total  consumption  of  the  district,  therefore,  is 
about  150,000  gallons  per  day,  increasing  in  the  future  to 
500,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  complete  solution  is  one  now  exercising  the 
Council. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Maintenance  only  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Autho- 
rity, but  several  new  connections  have  been  made  from 
private  properties  and  the  three  systems  have  operated 
satisfactorily. 

(2)  Rivers  and  Streams 

Everything  possible  is  done  to  awake  the  social  con- 
science in  this  matter  and  slow  progress  continues  with 
evident  results  over  the  years. 

(3)  (i)  Closet  Accommodation 

The  improvement  continues  as  shown  in  the  fol-

(ii)  Scavenging 

The  old  complaints  continue  and  little  im- 
provement is  noticed.  More  suitable  receptacles 
should  be  demanded  of  householders.  The  present 
system  of  contracts  for  general  utility  carts  to  do 
the  scavenging  with  one  man  in  charge  requires 
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a remedy.  Alston  has  a fairly  suitable  cart,  but 
the  villages  have  not.  It  would  seem  a mechanical 
vehicle  with  two  men  could  prove  a solution  to  the 
whole  problem  for  the  entire  district,  and  incinera- 
tion finally  complete  the  scheme.

(iv)  Shops: — 

A general  survey  of  these  show  that  they  are 
good  with  minor  exceptions  and  no  action  was 
taken  under  the  Shops  Act,  1934. 
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(v)  Smoke  Abatement: — 

Regulations  relative  to  this  are  inapplicable 
to  the  area. 

(vi)  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools 

None  exist  in  the  area  apart  from  river  pools 
used  by  children.  These  are  far  from  safe  or 
satisfactory  and  it  is  much  to  be  regreitted  that 
better  provision  does  not  exist  in  the  interests  of 
physical  development. 

(vii)  Bed  Bugs: — 

No  evidence  of  the  existence  of  these  was 
found  in  any  house. 

(4)  Schools 

The  suggestions  contained  in  the  memorandum  on 
Closure  and  Exclusion  from  School  are  closely  applied 
as  occasion  arises. 

Alston  High  School — Much  needed  heating 
improvements  have  been  made,  but  the  general  inade- 
quacy of  building  and  grounds  must  receive  attention 
in  times  more  spacious  than  ours, 

Garrigill. — Suffered  from  its  outmoded  admin- 
istration and  entire  lack  of  local  funds.  Great  expecta- 
tions for  improvement  in  essentials  are  raised  by 
its  transfer  to  an  authority  with  greater  resources, 
and  a good  school  should  result. 

Nenthall — Has  suffered  from  the  same  causes  as 
Garrigill  and  the  best  has  been  made  of  an  inadequate 
and  unsound  building  which  is  a sad  object  lesson  to 
the  children  and  cannot  contribute  to  efrictency  on  the 
part  of  the  children.  Its  closure  is  still  not  effected. 

Nenthead, — Great  improvement  has  taken  place  in 
the  access  and  conveniences  here  so  that  it  now 
becomes  the  best  suited  to  its  purpose  of  the  schools  in 
the  area.  The  playgrounds  will  always  be  dangerous 
and  an  opportunity  may  be  found  in  the  future  to  pro- 
vide something  much  better  quite  near  to  the  school. 
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SECTION  D 

HOUSING 

After  the  comprehensive  survey  in  my  last  report  there 
is  little  I can  add  at  a time  when  no  subject  is  more  in  the 
minds  of  every  section  of  the  community.  The  Council  is 
aware  of  the  difficulties,  but  is  determined  to  surmount 
them  and  everything  indicates  that  it  will  do  so.  That 
having  been  done,  it  is  not  beyond  aspiring  to  a large  public 
meeting  hall,  the  need  for  which  becomes  ever  more  evi- 
dent in  the  interests  of  corporate  life. 

SECTION  E 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
(a)  Milk  Sampling 

Has  been  carried  out  to  the  best  advantage  in  encour- 
aging better  milk  production  and  much  time  and  effort  has 
been  spent  towards  that  end.  Despite  a keen  response  to 
demands  for  increased  quantity,  the  standard  of  quality  has 
not  fallen  off  and  the  facilities  of  most  farms  are  improv- 
ing. 

A simple  summary  of  the  results  of  Bacteriological 
Samples  follows.  The  usual  seasonal  fluctuation  of  results

The  opinion  of  the  Inspector  is  that  the  cowsheds  of 
the  area  are  now  in  as  good  condition  as  structure  will 
permit  and  further  improvement  can  come  only  from  new 
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building.  The  immediate  necessity,  therefore,  is  for  con- 
tinued close  supervision  towards  cleanliness  of  the  animals 
and  their  quarters. 

(b)  Meat 

With  the  changed  conditions  of  food  distribution  the 
use  of  the  Local  Licensed  Slaughter-houses  has  been  sus- 
pended. This  may  be  the  best  feature  of  the  new  system 
of  meat  supply,  for  it  is  not  always  satisfactory  to  retailer, 
customer  or  your  officials.  Several  samples  have  been  con- 
demned. The  most  glaring  malpractice  in  distribution  is 
the  sale,  unwrapped,  of  cooked  meats  laid  alongside  raw 
meats.  The  originally  sterile  corned  beef  becomes  readily 
contaminated  and  is  thus  made  a germ  breeding  medium 
and  is  destined  to  be  eaten  without  further  cooking. 

(c)  Adulteration,  etc. 

No  action  has  been  taken  directly  under  specific  Acts, 
but  the  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  called  upon  to  adjudi- 
cate on  various  packed  foods  which  through  damage  and 
long  storage  had  deteriorated ; and  a medical  opinion  has  in 
some  cases  been  necessary.  These  instances  have  been  less 
frequent  as  supplies  for  reserve  storage  have  fallen. 

(d)  Ice  Cream 

Was  not  produced  at  all  in  the  area  during  the  period 
under  review. 

SECTION  F 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

1944. 

The  year  was  remarkably  free  from  contagious  illness, 
apart  from  scattered  cases  of  pneumonia  in  the  Winter 
months. 

1945. 

Was  even  more  remarkable  for  its  freedom  from  ail- 
ments and  illnesses,  but  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
Mumps  ran  an  epidemic  course  and  a number  of  severe 
cases  occurred. 
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Diphtheria  Immunisation 

A good  response  was  made  to  the  Council’s  offer  of  a 
two-dose  course  and  the  numbers  of  infants  completing  this 
protective  process  were  34  in  1944  and  34  in  1945.  Pro- 
gress is  shown  in  the  table  below.
